by oppressive freight rates south from this 
leity, to turn the large southern trade of 
Kvansville to Louisville. 

Work will be commenced on the line be- 
tween this city and Owensboro by the 
middle of December, and Mr. Cole is pOsi- 
tive he will have the entire between 
Kvansville and Nashville completed in less 
than a vear, thus giving this city a contin- 
vous line tc Chattanooga and Atlanta. 

The jease of the St. Louis and South- 
eastern from St. Louis to Evansville, lately 
made Mr. Cole, continue for twenty 
yeurs, and thus secures him the shortest 
and most direct line between St. Louis and 
Atlanta, and cuts in twain the Louisville 
and Nashville anaconda that has been squeez- 
ing the life cut of all the cities within 
compass that are in competition with 
Louisville. It will now be theturn of the 
Louisville and Nashvilie road to commence 
shipping on its own and Louisville 
may now turn her eyes seriously in the 
direction of the Cincinnati Southern, that 
will scoop her trade on one side, and the 
Evansville, Owensboro and Nashville, that 
vill scaly it on the other.

fish as was never heard of belore, 
practice rapidly spread until now it is com- 
mon in several counties in north Georgia 
A place in the stream is baited well for 
several days until! fish congregate thickly 
there. Then the managers of the destruc- 
tive plans go to work. The dyna- 
mite cartridge is placed deep 
under the water. It as exploded 
by means of a small galvanic battery or 
by some cheaper method. A terrific 
stiris ma@ein the water and for yards 
around fish are killed by the hundreds. 
We learn that not far from Cartersville, the 
other day, 200 vounds of fish were thus 
killed in one stream. The news of 
this practice rapidly spreading and 
wherever it is heard of there isa desire to 
try it.
